Gen eral Assembly rejected its two-Chin a 
plan , ou sted the Nation alists an d seated the 
Commu n ists as the sole represen tativ es of 
Chin a. 
Bu t diplomats say the Un ited States has a 
good chan ce to win in its cu rren t campaign 
to redu ce 
its an n u al 
pay men t toward 
the U N bu dget from 31 52 per cen t of the

The Un ited States, which pay s the 
biggest bu dget con tribu tion of an y of the 
132 U N members, has a resolu tion ready 
to pu t in when the Gen eral Assembly ’s 
admin istrativ e an d bu dgetary committee 
takes u p the issu e in mid-Nov ember. 
The resolu tion wou ld hav e the assembly 
decide that “the max imu m con tribu tion of 
on e member state to the ordin ary ex ­ 
pen ses of the Un ited Nation s shall n ot 
ex ceed 25 per cen t of the total ” 
To qu iet fears that others might hav e to 
pay more, it prov ides that n o other 
member cou n try ’s percen tage con tribu ­ 
tion shall be in creased pu rely as a resu lt of 
the U S decrease.

“You kn ow what it’s all abou t.” the 
Presiden t said an d added. “He kn ew too,” 
referrin g to the Loren ce son . 
Elarlier, Nix on had hit a law an d order 
theme, declarin g, “it makes by blood boil” 
to see some “scrou n gy lookin g people ... 
spittin g on policemen an d callin g them 
pigs.” 
As he stepped u p the pace of his limited 
re-election campaign , Nix on motorcaded 
100 miles throu gh a dozen n ortheastern 
Ohio commu n ities, clain in g his policies 
had cu rbed crime an d dru g abu se an d had 
brou ght “ a dy n amic econ omic ex pan sion ” 
to America.

SAIGON (AP) — Presiden t Ngu y en Van 
Thieu has don e more talkin g in pu blic in 
the last two weeks than in the past y ear 
Still, n obody ou tside his closest circle of 
con fidan ts really kn ows what Thieu is 
thin kin g abou t a peace settlemen t 
To hear Thieu tell it, as he has in a series 
of bombastic declaratioas ov er recen t day s, 
Saigon will n ev er bow to Commu n ist 
deman ds for a coaUtion gov ern men t or an y 
in terim deal that cou ld lead to their ev ea 
tu al seizu re of power. 
He also has in sisted that there can be n o 
settlemen t in In dochin a u n less North Viet­ 
n am withdraws all of its troops from Sou th 
Vietn am, Laos an d (]!ambodia 
These two familiar themes also are the 
apparen t major stickin g poin ts that stan d 
in the way of an agreemen t that cou ld en d 
the war in swift order 
Amon g diplomats, officials an d other 
foreign ers opin ion is div ided as to whether 
Thieu ’s resistan ce to them is as stron g as 
ev er, or simply a protectiv e cov er that will 
su dden ly v an ish when a peace pact is 
u n rolled on the table for sign in g 
The former v iew is held by those, 
in clu din g most of Thieu ’s cn tics, who see 
him as so u n relen tin gly an ti-('ommu n ist 
that he wou ld choose more blood lettin g 
ov er compromise 
The latter is based on the idea that n o

chambers.

Corporate Profits Increasing 


NEW YORK (AP) - There 
was mou nting ev idence du ring 
the past week that corporate 
profits in 19 72’s third qu arter 
were su bstantially higher than 
they were a y ear ago. 
From a continu ing flow of 
earnings 
reports 
secu rities 
analy sts, inclu ding 
Ronald 
Cooper of W.E. Hu tton & Co., 
estimated that third-qu arter re­ 
su lts were “u p 15 to 20 per cent 
from the corresponding period 
last y ear.” 
A figu re of 20 per cent re­ 
su lted from a preliminary su r­ 
v ey of 744 corporations by First 
National City Bank of New 
York. 
Bu t there were some spotty 
sectors — for ex ample, among 
the food market chains, where 
heav y price competition pu t a 
damper on earnings. 
Oil companies had mix ed re 
su its, with profits ranging from 
an 11 per cent adv ance to a 
record lev el at Standard Oil Co 
of California to a drop of 94 per 
cent at Commonwealth Oil R e 
fining Co., the latter’s trou bles 
stemming mainly from start-u p 
costs at a joint v entu re in 
Pu erto Rico. Generally speak­ 
ing, it was a case of low gase 
line prices. 


The steel indu stry was in the 
awkward position of comparing 
the latest q u arter with the 1971 
third q u arter, a time when 
steel bu y ers were working off 
hu ge 
inv entories 
they

s t oc k e d 
u p

themselv es from a possible 
strike. 
The 
second-largest 
steel­ 
maker, Bethlehem, reported its 
thirdq u arter net income of $20 4 
million was twice that of 19 71’s 
third q u arter, bu t nine-month 
figu res were off 6 .2 per cent — 
and the company called both 
comparisons “disappointing.” 
Two giants of the au tomotiv e 
indu stry had contrasting re­ 
su lts 
Ford Motor Co., second-larg­ 
est produ cer, set a third-qu ar­ 
ter record of $9 4 million, or 96 
cents a share, compared with 
$86 million, or 83 cents a share, 
in the same period a y ear ago. 
General Motors Corp., the 
largest, had lower net income, 
as anticipated. Its earnings 
were $122 million or 41 cents a 
share, down from $217 million, 
or 75 cents a share. 
Both companies said they 
wou ld file new applications for 
price increases with the Price 
Commission. 


Elarlier, Chry sler Corp. had 
annou nced its $31.9 million net 
income was fiv e times that of 
the 1971 qu arter. 
The Commerce Department 
annou nced that the gov ernment 
index of leading economic in­ 
dicators rose 0.4 per cent in 
September and that the Au gu st 
increase, originally pu t at 2.2 
per cent, had been rev ised 
u pward to 2.6 per cent. That 
made the Au gu st increase the 
best monthly percentage gain 
in more than a decade. 
Retail prices for beef were 
lower in September, the Agri­ 
cu ltu re Department said, be­ 
cau se of a dip in cattle prices 
and the first decline in middle­ 


man marku ps since last Ju ne. 
On an all-cu t basis, inclu ding 
hambu rger as well as steak, 
the retail price for beef was 
$1.13 a pou nd, 4.4 cents below 
the record high in Ju ly . The 
middleman marku ps in Septem­ 
ber were 43.3 cents a pou nd, 
compared with a record 44.8 
cents in Au gu st.

McGovern 
also heard from the mam who 
wanted to know why he keeps 
saying President Nixon should 
have ended the war four years 
ago “ when he wasn’t even in 
office.” 
McGovern acknowledged Nix­ 
on didn’t take office until Jan. 
20, 1969, but said “ there’s no 
point in quibbling over a few 
weeks.” 
“ I want to give him credit for 
any 
settlement, 
even 
if 
it 
comes on the day before the 
election,” McGovern said. “ I ’m 
not interested in a political is­ 


sue, I ’m not interested in what 
my statements on the war do to 
me politically.” 
O’Connor, who plays Archie 
Bunker, the bigoted blue-collar 
star of the television program 
“ All in the Family,” appeared 
in a commercial denouncing 
what he called “ the radicalism 
of the present administration.” 
‘‘Radicalism is what any con­ 
servative man must try to re­ 
move from authority, and that 
is why I as a conservative man 
am going to vote with con­ 
fidence 
for 
Sen. 
George 
McGovern,” 
said 
O’Connor- 
Bunker. 
Humphrey called in from 
Mankato, Minn., for a SVz-min- 
ute chat with Mdjovern, whose 
views he sharply denounced 
during their California presi­ 
dential primary campaign. 


McGovern 
asked 
him 
to 
spend some more time cam­ 
paigning for the ticket in Cali­ 
fornia. “ We think with your 
added voice to what we’ve al­ 
ready said out here, it may 
provide that extra margin that 
we need to carry California on 
Nov. 7,” the nominee said. 


“ George, I ’m going to try to 
do that,” said Humphrey. “ I 
have a feeling that things are 
on the move for you and

In the suit, consumer advo­ 
cate Ralph Nader contended 
the Nixon administration rai.sed 
milk price supports as a payoff 
for more than $300,000 in cam­ 
paign gifts from three large 
milk co-ops. 


In a related development. 
U.S District Court Chief Judge 
John J Sirica postponed until 
Jan. 8 the criminal trial of sev­ 
en men indicted in the break-in 
of 
the 
Democratic 
national 
headquarters. 


Sirica said he suffers from a 
painful pinched nerve and his 
physician advised him not to 
hear the case until next year.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
Gov­ 
ernment scientists say their 
successful freezing and thawing 
of live mouse embryos could 
lead to deep-freeze storage of 
human organs for transplants. 
The scientists said Friday the 
embryos frozen and preserved 
at temperatures as low as 452 
degrees below zero Farenheit 
survived and developed normal­ 
ly after being implanted in the 
wombs of other mice. 
The experiments were de­ 
scribed in the technical journal 
Science by biologist D.G Whit- 
tingham and two colleagues at 
the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion’s Oak Ridge (Tenn.) Na­ 
tional Laboratory. 
The scientists said more than 
2,500 embryos, each consisting 
of only a few cells, were slowly 
frozen with liquid nitrogen, 
stored for up to eight days and 
then slowly thawed out. They 
said the slowness in freezing 
and thawing was the key to 
their success. 
Between 50 and 70 per cent of 
them developed, within their 
test tubes, into blastocytes—a 
spherical mass of cells consid­ 
ered the starting point of a 
fetus. 
About 1,000 blastocytes were 
transferred into the wombs of 
other mice, and 65 per cent of 
the latter became pregnant, the 
scientists said.

M otorization Posin g Threat 


By P E T E R W EAVER 
The big push for Christmas 
sales this year is to motorize the 
kids. 
Minibikes have caused an 
increasing amount of parental 
concern. Now they’re selling 
minisnowmobiles 
and 
even 
mini-ATVs (all-terrain vehicles) 
“ specifically 
designed 
and 
marketed for the child on the 
go” 
Some 
parents 
are buying 
these mechanized monsters on 
the 
dubious 
theory 
that 
a 
product 
“ designed 
for 
children” must be safe. It’s true 
that manufacturers have been 
trying to make their motorized 
toys safer with protected gas 
tanks, less sharp edges and 
other engineering pluses. But 
the big questions are: Where 
will the children use these 
machines, and how will they 
use them?

motorcycles aren’t permitted to 
be used on most streets and 
there are precious few other 
places they can be used.

Must we 
conspire with our children to 
break the law? There are fewer 
and fewer places where these 
machines can be used without 
breaking some law.” 
The FDA is pondering the 
pos.sibility of banning the sale of 
some motorized wheel and ski 
vehicles for children unless 
they’re sold to some sort of 
. oi^anization that will supervise 
their use. To gather more 
evidence, the FDA ordered the 
Cornell Aeronautical Labora­ 
tory in Buffalo, N .Y., to study 
the engineering dynamics of 
minibikes. 
Ray Rice, Cornell engineer 
supervising the study, warns 
that “ the learning process for 
children using minibikes and 
other gasoüne-driven vehicles is 
much longer and much more 
complicated than fora bicycle.” 
Rice and others contend that 
many children aren’t mentally 
or physically 
ready 
to use 
gasoline-engine vehicles in a 
safe and responsible manner. 
Still, some parents feel they 
can 
readily 
supervise 
their 
child’s use of miniwheel or 
miniski vehicles. Daddy pours 
the gasoline and both parents 
supervise the initial rides. 
Later, the child begins to 
pour the gasoUne when daddy is 
away and rides go further and 
further astray. Neighbor kids 
want in on the act.

and

Commu­ 
nists.” Those who don’t run the 
risk of being held by police for 
up to three days while their 
backgrounds are investigated 
Sources said the government 
has ordered 7* z million national 
flags to be delivered to the 
provinces by the end of this 
month These would be used to 
mark areas under government 


control in the event of a cease­ 
fire. 
The Interior Ministry’s print­ 
ing shop in Saigon confirmed it 
has run off more than 5 million 
paper pennants for distribution 
in rural areas. 
“ The peasants are poor, so if 
they cannot afford a flag we 
will give them one,” explained 
an official. 
“ In Saigon the 
people can afford to buy their 
own.”

1 teaspoon vanilla 
1 cup dairy sour cream

Novelist Says Best Sellers Began at 40

NEW YORK (AP) - When 
Marilyn Durham decided to 
learn to paint she started right 
in doing portraits. When she de­ 
cided to learn to sew she went 
out and got five yards of wool 
and a pattern and made a coat. 
And when she decided—at the 
age of 40—to write, she sat 
down at her typewriter and in 
two months turned out a novel. 
“ The Man Who Loved Cat 
Dancing.’’ 
"If I ’m going to do something 
I want to try to do it right and 
I don’t want to start with little 
baby stuff,” declared the In­ 
diana housewife-tumed-author 
as she lounged shoeless on the 
bed of her Manhattan hotel 
room. 
Feet tucked under her and 
smoking one cigarette after an­ 
other, she recalled the day a 
year ago when she was ironing 
shirts in her Evansville home 
She still held the starch spray 
can in her hand as she went to 
answer the telephone. 
"It was my agent calling 
from New York to say that the 
book had been sold.” she re­ 
members. “ It took a while to 
get through to me. I hung up 
the phone and just stood there 
Then I picked up a cigarette 
and put it in my mouth and 
tried to light it with the spray 
starch. 
She had been sending the 
manuscript to one publisher 
after another for more than a 
year, meanwhile starting on an­ 
other book “ to keep from going 
crazy” while she waited This 
second novel. “ Dutch Uncle, ” 
will be published in 1973 
She 
admits 
she 
probably 
would have gone on sending 
“ The Man Who Loved Cat 
Dancing” to every publisher in 
the business. “ I didn’t think it 
was great but I did think it was 
a story with action, love, a be­ 
ginning and a middle and an 
end, and someone ought to buy 


it—I ’ve read worse.” 
After that the breaks came 
fast. The movie rights have 
been sold, the book has been 
chosen as an alternate Book-of- 
the-Month Club selection, pa­ 
perback reprint and foreign 
rights have been sold and it has 
received critical acclaim 
"But by far the most exciting 
moment for me was opening 
the box of books and seeing 10 
copies 
with 
my 
name 
on 
them,” says Mrs. Durham, a 
soft-spoken woman who talks 
matter-of-factly about her first 
trip to New York, her television 
appearances and her new stat­ 
us as a celebrity. 
So far, she says life hasn’t 
changed much for the family, 
which includes husband Kil- 
bum. Social Security Depart­ 
ment field representative, and 
daughters Elaine, 17, and Jen­ 
nifer, 14 
"Jennifer did get a horse out 
of it,” her mother reports, 
"and I suppose eventually our 
life will change I hate to cook 
and wash dishes and bake pies 
and wash and iron but I‘m just 
not on to how to give the job to 
someone else yet. We are buy­ 
ing a larger house though—11 
rooms—and we’ll finally have 
an extra room for me to write 
in.” 
Up until now her writing 
room has been the bedroom, 
where 
she 
works 
regularly 
starting at 8:30 a m. after the 
kids are in school and her hus­ 
band at work 
"I type until 
lunchtime, get up and run 
through the house, have lunch 
and sit down for another couple 
of hours, then get out whatever 
we’re going to have for dinner 
and make a pass at a shirt with 
an iron.” 
Mrs. Durham explains of her 
decision to write a book, "The 
fact that I was going to be 40 
pretty soon had really been 
bothering me At 15 I gave my­ 
self until I was 23 to become an 
actress. In my 20s I gave my­ 


self a few years to do other 
things like learn to swim and 
ride a horse, but I never did 
any of them. I realized that 
when I was 50 I ’d still be day­ 
dreaming that next year I was 
going to do something” 
Having made up her mind to 
write, she "cold-bloodedly be­ 


gan examining all the possi­ 
bilities.” She arrived at “ Cat,” 
as she fondly refers to her sto­ 
ry set in Wyoming Territory in 
the 1800s, more or less through 
the process of elimination 
“ I wanted to write an adven­ 
ture story because I like to 
read them.” she relates.

Just what does the modern 
slogan “ the consumer’s right to 
know” have to do with the 
buying of meat? 
For one example, there are 
more than a thousand retail 
names for cuts of meat. Yet 
there are basically only eight 
wholesale cuts from the meat 
animal. This means that many 
different names refer to exactly 
the same retail cut 
“ Surely this incredible array 
of fancy 
names lowers the 
confidence 
of 
the 
average 
shopper 
It 
is 
devastatingly 
confusing But tixlay the meat 
industry 
is 
being 
seriously 
challenged to simplify meat f*ut 
identification 
Consumers are 
demanding it,” says David H 
Stroud, 
president 
of 
the 
National Live St(K*k and Meat 
Board 
“ It is just common sen.se 
not only from the consumer’s 
standpoint, but also from the 
industry’s - that we develop a 
common 
national system of 
names for retail cuts Then a 
man or woman could go into 
any 
store anywhere 
in 
the 
country and get exactly what he 
or she want.« by simply asking 
for it by the generally accepted 
name,” says Stroud 
The National Live .Sttn k and 
Meat Board is active in this 
campaign for national terms of 
identification 
Massachu-setts has a new law 
this year It requires butcher to 
state the basic meat beef lamb 
or pork, and the pnmal cut. 
such as chuck, round, loin, etc 
After these have been stated 
the butcher can add his own

gives specific 
definitions for many different 
cuts 
For example. T-bone steak” 
means meat that comes fgom 
the short loin of cattle and has 
not 
less 
than onehalf inch 
diameter of tenderloin mu.scle 
“ Porterhouse 
steak” 
also 
comes from short loin but has 
not les- than l*i inches in 


diameter of tenderloin muscle. 


According to the new New 
York state law, no one can sell 
packaged meat unless the label 
clearly states the “ true name” 
of that cut. The “ true name” 
has two parts; one identifies the 
species of animal, such as beef 
or lamb. The other part tells the 
primal area or the section of the 
animal from which the cut 
came — such as tongue, heart, 
shoulder, brisket round, flank, 
etc Only one of these primal 
areas may be listed on the meat 
label.

A few years back, we were 
hearing a lot about Why Johnny 
Can’t Read. But now, it seems, 
Johnny has graduated to college. 


Dr. Benjamin Fine, writing for 
the North American Newspaper 
Alliance, informs us that one third 
of all freshmen entering college 
today lack the basic reading skills 
necessary to meet the minimal 
requirements for college study. 
The 
figure 
comes 
from 
the 
National 
Reading 
Center 
in 
Washington. 


Many college freshmen can read 
no better than at a sixth-grade 
level, says Dr. Fine. As a result 
they also are handicapped when it 
comes to writing and speaking 
Textbooks leave them cold. 


In short, they are educational 
busts. 


Why should this be, in a nation 
that prides itself on 
universal 
education, and pours bilbons of 
dollars a year into schools and 
coUeges that are supposed to teach 
our young people? 


Part of the answer, according to 


the good doctor, is that our kids’ 
teachers aren’t always doing the 
job they are expected to do. State 
laws governing reading instruction 
in elementary schools are often 
loose or non-existent; certification 
standards may not be defined; and 
methods of teaching reading vary 
from school to school, which can be 
disastrous for transfer students. 


Even 
when Johnny gets 
to 
college, things are often just as 
bad. The teaching of freshman 
Engbsh — which should be one of 
the crucial touchstones of a college 
education — is mainly left to 
inexperienced graduate students, 
while 
the 
professors 
save 
themselves for Uterature courses. 


Another factor contributing to 
the 
problem 
is 
the 
“open 
admissions’’ pobcy of many state 
colleges and universities, which 
says 
that 
a student 
must be 
admitted, prepared or not. As a 
result, more and more instructors 
on the college freshman level find 
themselves trying to teach students 
what they should have learned in 
high school, or earber.

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Catholic Priest- Congressman is Something Else 


Tentative Agreement With U A W

BROOKLINE. Mass — (NEA) — Father Robert Drinan 
would have made a lousy parish priest He is impatient, 
abrasive and cold as a glass eye His features are harsh, his 
manner unpredictable, his p>ersonality stunted 
i have the 
feeling.” says one who knows him well, “ that in the 
confessional he might turn to me and say: God Almighty, 
man. is that a ir Get out of here, you’re wasting my time ’ ” 
But as a United States congressman, Bob Drinan is 
something else Dedicated, energetic, clean, compassionate, 
knowledgeable — two years after taking office as the first 
Catholic priest elected to the House of Representatives. 
Father Drinan is the complete legislator; some believe he's 
the finest lawmaker in the nation 
His record, say colleagues and some critics alike, is a 
marvel of competence In Congress he has voted 97 per cent 
of the time, has become (as a freshman) one of the most 
influential members of the Elastern liberal block, and has 
earned the highest accolade (100 per cent pure) from such 
Congress watchers as Americans for Democratic Action. 
Consumer Federation of America and the League of Women 
Voters 
Back home in Massachusetts’ 4th District, the priest’s 
involvement is just as admirable He is home every weekend, 
usually recording constituent complaints through storefront 
listening posts (one recent problem, from a woman who was 
having trouble collecting medical insurance for a retarded 
son, was solved when Drinan convinced the agency to fork 
over 
$2,600 
in 
retroactive 
payments). 
His 
$42,500 
congressional salary is recycled back to the voters through 
his office staff (one version has it that the salary goes to pay 
“ above and beyond” staffers who have been hired to work 
with district officials seeking federal aid). Drinan’s office 
keeps 238.000 voters informed of each of the congressman’s 
votes, spreads the word on district problems via a privately 
funded newsletter (on recycled paper, of course), and books 
the priest into every meeting hall, every high school 
auditorium, every sewing circle tea where his presence is 
requested 
“ He’s a real treasure,” says one of his aides, “ and he 
should be dipped in bronze. At a time when more and more 
people are getUng turned off by the antics of their 
politicians, this guy is almost too good to be true Just the 
other night, for instance, we held an important news

was important enough to fly up here on a Thursday evening 
even though Congress hadn’t adjourned. But Drinan? He 
wouldn’t miss a vote in the House if Raquel Welch was 
standing outside stripped to the waist. Rather than come up 
for the endorsement and bask in the limelight, he stayed on 
in Washington, for God sakes, to vote on the highway bill.” 
Not everybody, of dburse, gushes over the Boston area 
priest-legislator. His opponent this November, liberal 
Republican Martin Linsky, feels Drinan votes more for his 
record than he does for his constituents. Many of the 
constituents, also, are irked by what they consider to be a 
radical strain in the former Jesuit college instructor. “ I voted 
for him in 1970 because he was against the war,” says a 
Brookline storekeeper, “ but now I think he’s too locked up 
with the lunatic fringe. He never passes up a chance to score 
the President You don’t ever hear him say much good about 
the country. And look at his campaign headquarters — all 
kids Now I like kids, but, pardon me, I don’t think we should 
let them take over .” 


Aside from this, many voters feel Drinan is a bit of a 
turncoat. The 4th District is mostly Catholic (although 
becoming increasingly Jewish) and there still lingers the 
sentiment that priests should stick to the pulpit. “ It’s not 
right,” says one woman, “ that the Father should be mixed 
up in dirty political business. All those shady deals and all. 
He took a vow of honesty,, didn’t he? How can he be in 
Congress?” 


For his part, Drinan, 51, mostly bald, is concerned only 
with some of the criticism against him. He says he ignores 
the charges that he’s not representative of the voter opinion 
in his district (“ I can’t think of many areas where the voters 
and I disagree” ). But he does dwell occasionally on the 
controversial aspect of a good priest getting mixed up in bad 
politics. He says politics, really, isn’t all scum. Frustrating 
maybe Amorphous and confusing, of course. But not so dirty 
as to stain everyone it touches: 


“ Someone once asked me, right out, if I had ever made a 
vote in Congress that I was ashamed of. I said no. And that’s 
true I haven’t. I ’m not influenced by outside interests. I vote 


as I see it. I remember one time someone wanted me to 
change my vote on a procedural matter. I was a small thing 
and it reaUy didn’t make much difference how I voted. But I 
didn’t change it. I just wouldn’t do that.” 
Drinan suggests there are about 100 other House members 
who are equally principled, thus allowing nonpartisan 
decency to survive at high government levels. 
So, after nearly two years of it, in clerical collar, Father 
Drinan is campaigning for more of the same. Some here say 
it’s a thirst for power. Others insist he is stimulated by a 
desire to continue his personal congressional clean-up. 
Whatever his motives, voters of this state’s 4th District are 
subjwt once again to what still is a novelty: a priest turned 
politician. Clad in black, he pumps hands, kisses babies (but 
seldom women), hands out leaflets, the whole bit. “ Father,” 
asks a man on the street, seriously, “ where in hell do you 
stand on this abortion thing?” 
The polls indicate he is a 10-point favorite. His people say 
he’d have to be arrested for indecent exposure to lose. “ I ’m 
sure he’ll be reelected,” says a fellow priest, “ because we 
need someone down there praying for the Congress.” Also 
because, adds a voter, “ Given the Congress, we need 
someone down there praying for the country .”

cease-fire. 
On the gut political issue— 
who will rule in Saigon—U.S.

If your cat starts to strain in his litter pan, urinate 
on the rug or other unsuitable spots, cry while 
attempting to void, or spend a lot of time licking 
his hind quarters, he is probably suffering from 
some form of urinary obstruction or bladder 
inflammation. It can be a very serious ailment 
Don’t wait, hoping the condition will go away. It is 
much more likely to get worse. Take Puss to the 
veterinarian immediately. Antibiotics are of great 
help. Distilled water is sometimes recommended. 
Since this pesky disease is caused by a virus, it 
can reoccur. Surgery is sometimes necessary, but 
prompt medication can usually prevent this 
drastic remedy.—By Felicia Ames

Draw jack-o’-lan­ 
tern, owl, ghost, witch’s hat 
and cat, each about 5 inches tall

6. Roll out ‘/3 of dough at a 
time, Vi»-inch thick, on a lightly 
floured board with rolling pin. 
A pastry cloth for the board 
and a stockinette cover for the 
roiling pin make rolling very 
easy. 
7. Preheat oven to 375 *F. Lay 
cardboard patterns on dough 
and cut around them to make 
cookies. Reroll any remaining 
dough. If dough gets too soft, 
refrigerate. Place cookies on 
ungreased cookie sheets and 
bake about 10-12 minutes, or 
until done, l^ t cool 1 minute, 
then remove from cookie sheets 
with spatula to wire rack; cool 
completely. 
8. Decorate cookies with frost­ 
ing. Color some vanilla frosting 
orange with a few drops of red 
and yellow food coloring if de­ 
sired for jack-o’-lantem. Make 
faces with candy corn, licorice 
and chocolate candy.

He 
found that truly self-actualizing people — 
those who have developed their abilities and 
capacities and are expressing th em -”have a 
feeling of belongingness and rootedness, they 
are satisfied with their love needs, they have 
status and place in life and respect from other 
people, and they have a reasonable feeling of 
self respect.’.’ To the extent you have achieved 
this, you are realizing your full potential. 
2. True - according to the findings of psy­ 
chologists J antes F. T. Bugental and Seymour 
L. Zelen. which form the basis for an estab­ 
lished technique in exploring human person­ 
ality.

Just ask yourself this question: “Who 
am IT’, and write down the first thing that 
occurs to you — anything you wish. If your 
answer to the question is "Why, I’m me," or 
"Myself,” or “John Jones,” this indicates that 
you do have a strong sense of personal iden­ 
tity.

ack in 1931-1 was only 
a small child at the time 
-m y family rented a 
summer cottage at Conneaut 
Lake, Pa. We frequently ate at 
tlw Conneaut Lake Park Hotel 
because, according to my par­ 
ents, the food was excellent, 
and they enjoyed the dinner- 
hour dance music of Freddy 
Carlone’s orchestra. 
One of the band’s chief at­ 
tractions was a young singer 
who specialized in “crooning." 
Bing Crosby was then the top 
crooner, and I can still re­ 
member many of the lake peo­ 
ple listening to the youngster 
sing (he couldn’t have been 
more than 18) and comment­ 
ing, “This fellow will give Bing 
a run for his money—if he has 
the gumption to stick with it." 
The reason they might have 
had doubts was that the boy 
had a likable, easygoing poise 
that made him seem a bit, 
well, lethargic. 
Often the young man would 
visit our table and talk with 
my parents. After dinner, he 
usually invited me to the edge 
of the bandstand, where I sat 
on his ice-crcam-parlor chair 
(it was sort of a trademark of 
his act) while he sang. 
As the summer wore on, 1 
developed a regular “crush” 
on the young singer. Was 1 the 


envy of the sandbox set on 
those days he’d join us at the 
beach and romp with me I 
The years passed, and I 
soon forgot all about that 
summer at Conneaut Lake. 
Then, one day in the early 
1940’s, I turned our radio up 
to “teenage" volume to hear 
a new smash hit called “Pris­ 
oner of Love.” It was being 
sung by a bobby-sox sensation 
named Perry Como. I had 
never seen his picture, but just 
the sound of his voice made 
me swoon all over. 
My mother came in, turned 
the loudness down, and said, 
“Norma, just because he used 
to be your boyfriend, you 
needn’t bring down the walls!" 
Boyfriend? 
Me? Perry 
Como? And then it all came 
back. The young man who 
sang to me on the ice-cream- 
parlor chair . . . those days we 
spent on the beach . . . that re­ 
laxed, boy-next-door manner.

LEN DAWSON, Quarterback: 
The Scandal That Almost 
Wrecked His Life 
Len Dawson, the 37-year-old field general 
of the Kansas City Chiefs, is proving that 
pro quarterbacks, like old wine, improve 
with age. He had one of his best seasons 
last year, his 15th as a pro. when he led 
the Chiefs to the championship of the 
western division of the American Football 
Conference and completed passes for 
gains of 2,504 yards, second highest total 
in the AFC. He’s hoping to bring Kansas 
City another Super Bowl championship 
this year as he did In 1970, when he 
directed his team to a startling upset of 
the Minnesota Vikings 
Dawson, known 
as the “Iceman” for his coolness, was 
troubled by tendonitis early last season, 
and some said his arm was dead. It wasn’t 
—he threw one crucial touchdown pass 
after another. His most severe ordeal 
came during the Chiefs’ Super Bowl year. 
He Injured his knee early In the season. 
Surgery was advised. But he gambled that 
he could just rest the knee for several 
games and come back for the homestretch 
drive. The gamble paid off. But then, five 
days before the Super Bowl game, big 
headlines linked him to a gambling 
investigation. “I feH like a criminal,’’ he 
recalls, “even though I was entirely 
innocent The torment was unbearable. 
I couldn’t sleep or eat and I didn’t know if 
I’d be allowed to play in the biggest game 
of my life.” As It turned out, the investiga­ 
tion concerned a man named Donald 
Dawson. Len was completely cleared 
before the big game, and then went on to 
win it 
A native of Alliance, Ohio, 
Dawson was an All-America quartei1}ack 
at Purdue and led the Big Ten in total 
offense three straight years. His coach. 
Hank Stram, calls him “the most accurats 
passar In pro football.’’ Although he’s cool 
and taciturn on the field, he’s much more 
expansive off it and conducts a popular 
sports show on Kansas City TV and radio.
